THE McFARLAND CASE.
Tar MoFarland trial has resulted, as was gene-
rally expeoted, in the aequittal of the prison.
er. As there was no doubt or denial of the
fact that Albert D. Richardson was delibe-
rately murdered by McFarland, this verdiot
carries to a greater extent than any other
previously rendered the unwritten principle
of Amerioan law that any husband may with
impunity kill a wan believed to be guilty of
criminal intercourse with his wife. Herato-
fore this principle has been applied only in
oases where marital relations were maintained
in full force, at least in outward appearance,
while MoFarland, wsccording to his own
acknowledgment, had finally separated from

his wife, and according to her
understanding of the matter, this
soparation had been followed by a

divorece which she deemed sufficiently valid
to justify a nmew marriage. The only legal
ground of acquittal, under the circumstances,
was insanity; but as it is extremely doubtful
whether McFarland suffered from any mental
affection except the agitation and thirat for
roevenge which mankind naturally feel when
they are smarting under a sense of wrong,
the verdiot may be fairly described as one of
the “‘served him right" species which Ame-
rican juries are prone to render. If the pro-
posed change in the law authorizing juries
to fix the punishment in murder cases had been
praviously made in New York, McFarland
would scaroely have escaped so easily; but it
is impossible to find any twelve good men
and true willing to doom to the gallowsa
murderer who claims that his ruling motive
was & desire to vindicate the sacredness of
the marriage lie. However much judges or
prosecuting attorneys may prate of the ne-
cessily of a strict complinuce with the law as
it is written, it will never be obeyed in cases
of this deacription, until it is so modified as to
give juries an opportunity to reduce punish-
ments when they believe that extenuating
circnmstances justify and demand such redue-
tion. Practieally, capital punishment has
been abolished in most States, except
in cases of extreme aggravation, where no
pallinting or extenuating cirenmstances ex-
ist, and while we deny to juries the right
to legally recognize this fact, or to share the
power that is exercised arbitrarily by gover-
nors, we must expect a continuation of ver-
dicts which ave neither in accordance with
law nor evidence, but which nevertheless
grant immunpity from punishment to wmen
unquestionably guilty of murderous deeds.
The Recorder, in charging the jury yester-
day. said that “Fourierism, free love, or sen-
timentalism on the one hand, and moral
reflections upon the conduct of the deceased
man or living woman upon the other hand,"
could not legitimately affect their verdict,
but there can be little doubt that they were
influenced mightily by the revelations made
during the trial of the secret history of the
parties directly and indirectly concerned.
Despite modern progress, modern theories,
and Indiana divorces, the great body of the
Amerioan people are still imbued with a pro-
found conviction that marriage is or ought to
be something more than a limited partner-
ghip to be annulled at pleasure. Mr, and
Mrs. McFarland had their nps-and-downs,
their cooings and quarrels, their triumphs
and troubles, like wmany another
wedded pair, and it is by no means certain
that amicable relations would not have been
restored, and a new chapter of matrimonial
bliss commenced, if Richardéon had not be.
come the wooer of MoFarland's wife, and if
free-love busy-bodies and misehief-makers
had not become effective allies of the new
suitor. Sueh things have been done before
and will be done again, no doubt, but it does
not often happen that so strong s combina.
tion of literary, philosophio, and distin.
guishod influences are used Lo persuade a
woman to exchange an unattractive old lover
for a brilliant pew one. That they pre-
vailed i8 not more astonishing than
that the deserted husband, poverty-stricken
and intemperate &8 he may have been, still
felt aggrieved, and brooding over an injury
which the law seemed to sanction instead of
rodressing, sought vebgeance with his ewn

band, Undor an ideal system of jurlapru-
dence there should ba a remedy for every
wrong, and when statutes, as practically ad-
ministered, fail to provide one, there i
always danger of a resort to violence. In
this country a suit for damages against an
adulterer would, in nine cases oul of ten, be
laughed out of eourt; s plansible
story, well backed wup by inflaence
and money, will rarely fail to obtain a decres
of divorve from venal or careless legislators;
and injured husbands are forsed to choose
between quiet submission or desporate re-
venge, That juries render merciful verdiots,
under these cironmstances, when a Cole, a
Bickles, or a McFarland is arraigned, is not
at all surprising; and a discontinnance of such
verdicta will be looked for in vain while the
law, which claims to be the perfection of
roason, fails to take efficient cognizance of
facts which are patent to every communty.

Gexerarl Burner having returned to Wash-
ington, the Committes on Reconstructiou of
the Honse has resumed its consideration of
the Georgia bill, and the probabilities are
ihat a report of some kind will be made this
week. It is a great scandal that this matter
should have been delayed for several weeks
beoanse a member of the House chose to
abandon his duties to go on an exoursion,

Congress has been doing
entirely too much talking and too little worl,
and a8 there is a prospect of an early ad-
journment, it would be better if a littla lass
speech-making and a little more attention to
the business of the country characterized the
proceedings of both hounses,

Tre Viexsa Presse makes the statement
that England will undertske to clear Grecca
of brigands on condition thalt King George
temporarily withdraws, that a regent be ap-
pointéd, the ministry dismissed, and the
habeas corpus suspended. This wounld cer.
tainly be an effective, if rather curions, method
of settling the brigand question, but as no
intimation of such a proposition having heen
wade has reached ns from England, the pro-
babilities are that the editor of the
Presse has based his statement on the boast-
ings of some travelling Briton as to what he
would do if he were at the head of the Gov-
ernment, It is certain, however, that soms
messures ought to be taken for the suppres-
sion of brigandage in both Greece and Italy,
and if the great powers would unite in bring-
ing the proper pressure to bear they might
stir up the governments of those countries
into something like amctivity in suppressing
the nuisance.

Tug Allgemeine Zeitung publishes a long lettor
from Bucharest, giving an account of the present
state of things Iin Roumania. The correspondent
says that the Roumanians seem to be already tired
of their new Prince, and that his unpepularity is
being sonstantly shown by various political demon-
strations. One of the most sigmiticant of these
was the late election of Prince Couga as a member
of the Ronmanian Parliament, The Prince has many
supporters, especially In the army and among the
country population; and, although he has given evi-
dence of political wisdom In declining to take his
seat, there {8 no doubt that pablic opinion I8
gradually becoming faverable to his restoration to
the Roumanian throne, The Couza party, who pro-
fess to act Im cennectien with M. Rochefort in
France and the Mazzinists in Italy, lay much stress
on the advantage of haviog a native Roumanian
Prince on the throne, urging that he would be much
more amenable to publie oplolen than the present
Hohenzollern soverelgn, who, they say, Ras no
sympathy with the Roumanians, and could easily be
persuaded to abdicate. The power of this party was
strikingly shown on the eccaalon of the debae on
Prince Charles’ civil list, when their proposal to re-
fuse any inerease to the Prinee's income wascar-
ried by scclamation. The eivil list at present
amounts to 100,000 ducats (£50,000), whieh is higher
than that of the King of Bavaria. In 1806 Prince
Charles volunteered to give up 40,000 ducats of his
{ncome to relieve the public treasury, and in 1867 he
subsoribed 13,008 ducats for the relief of the suffer-
ers from the famine in Moldavia, and 8000 more
for the rebullding of the Jewish synagogue at
Bucharest, The perseeution of the Jews, adds the
correspondent, does not procesd from any religions
motive, but simply from the fact that all the com-
merce of the country, and congequently much of its
wealth, {8 In Jewish hands. There are two classes
of Jews In Roumanis—the native Jows and the
Jewish immigrants. The latter chlefly proceed
from Gallcls, Bakovine, and Bessarabla. They are
somewhal better educated than the Roumanian pea-
sants, and are far more snterprising: they conse-
quently get on much better than the peasants, and
these, jealona of the superior wealth of the Jews,
take every opportunity of attacking them. The im-
migrant Jews, concludes the correspondent, are
paturally more exposed to this sort of persecution
than the native Jews, who, however, are equally de-
tested for the sgame reason. Even In the towns the
Roumanian, naturally extravagant and idle, fAnds it
{mpossible to compete with the Jew, and sccord-
ipgly does hisutmosts to drive him from the country.

AT A RECENT sitting of the Academy of Sclences
in Paris, M. Bouley, one of {t8 members, read a
paper on the number of deatns cansed by the bites of
mad animale. According to M. Bouley, who al-
mitted, however, thal the statistics from the di-
ferent departments were not 80 complete as might
be wished, there were, from 1860 to 1568 inclusive,

A Child Smothered by ltn Father—Compreheons
sive Verdiei of nn Intelligent Jury.

White, who had
nccess (o the premises, took out the jug after
she hnd gone and drank hims<If beastly drunk,
nnd then got into bed with his two little chil-
dien. Tumbling about in his drunken stupor he
rolled upon the infant boy, aud when he awoke
yosterdny morning he found himeelf lying oun its
dead body. In the jug there remained only one
guart of the liqnor, o that on this evening's
cbauch, which cost him his child's life, and
by bis own fanlt, he must have drank over two
quarts of whisky, sufficient to have killed
almoest any common man. The evidence being
coucluded the cuse was left with the jury, an
thoere intelligent citizens, after due daﬁhcrm
tion, gave s their solemn opinion, sworn and
stibseribed to, thut the deceased came to his
death Ly being smothered by the father, to
whom no blame could be attached, as he was
drunk at the time. The verdict of the Coroner's
Jury in the case of Louis Preston White will
stand ns & shinlng orpament upon the official
records of Erie county.
